After hearing the evidence in the matter 
of the alleged contempt of the Omega Min­ 
ing and Ditch Company, an order to show 
cause was issued on the 7th of February, 
1887, and a mass of testimony was taken.

W a s h in g to n . February 21st.—Tbe fol­ 
lowing letter explains itself: 
San F rancisco, February 18, l&Si. 
My dear Senator: 1 presume that Mr. Belm ont's , 
announcem ent that Mr. Bayard is engaged in * 
negotiating a new treaty w ith China will in­ 
definitely _ postpone the consideration of Mr. 
Felton’s bill. 1 think, however, th a t even w ith­ 
out this announcem ent it never would pass 
w ithout im portant modifications. The objec­ 
tions are grave and insuperable. Some of these 
I intended to take the liberty of jiointing out to 
Mr. Felton, but 1 suppose it is not now neces­ 
sary. Cannot the Pacific Coast delegation be 
induced to unite upon your bill as a temporary 
measure, and while waiting for the conclusion 
of tile new treaty? There are now quarantined iu 
this port nearly 500 Chinese who w ill apply to be 
perm itted to land on the ground of "previous res­ 
idence.” A nother steam er is nearly due, and 
they will continue to arrive at the rate of three 
per m onth. Three or four weeks hence we will 
probably have one thousand cases on our cal­ 
endars, and the num ber will be augm ented at 
the rate ol not less than five hundred per 
mouth. W hat is to be done? The Government 
and private parties have im portant suits aw ait­ 
ing trial, and Judge Sawyer requires my attend­ 
ance iu the Circuit Court iu m any of these. The 
alternative is thus presented, either to sacrifice 
all business to the Chinese, or else to let the 
Chinese goon bail for an indefinite period, with 
their num ber steadily increasing at the rate I 
have mentioned. 
If a total prohibition of the Chinese be con­ 
tem plated, the provisions in the second section 
of yonr bill will he unnecessary, for no certifi­ 
cate entitling them to return will be issued. 
Judge Sawyer and I think it the better jiolicy 
to confine our efforts to procuring the adoption 
of the first section of your bill, but w hatever is 
done should be dor e at once, in order that the 
three m onths w ithin which previous residents 
m ay return m ay licgin to run. Every week’s 
delay adds to the num ber of cases which are 
overwhelm ing us. 
To show you how extensive and system atical 
has boeu the deception practiced iq>on us, I 
will m eutiou that w ithin the last few m ouths 
nearly 100 women, im ported lor im m oral pur­ 
poses, aud whom it was intended to land, 
as previous residents, have been sent buck— 
some by the Courts, hut the greater part by 
reason of the abandonm ent of th eir eases by 
their counsel. The injustice of refusing any 
longer to recognize this plea is hardly worth 
considering, for I believe that by far the larger 
num ber of these cases are fraudulent, but the 
frauds are so skillfully prepared and the peti­ 
tioners are so thoroughly "c o a c h e d " on all 
points as to winch they m ay be cross-examined 
that they usually escape detection. Add to this 
that the ardent District Attorney has very rarely 
any evideuce to ofler, and von will see—and 
perhaps Cougresa will recognize—that previous 
residence, instead of beiug the recognition of a 
right secured by treaty, is practically hut a 
m eans of perpetrating frauds upon the law aud 
the Courts.

W ashington, February 21st.—The Presi­ 
dent to-day sent to the Senate the fishery 
treaty, with a long message, giving the his­ 
tory of the fishery trouble. 
The treaty is 
substantially as follows: 
It is agreed that a Commission shall de­ 
lim it the British waters, as provided in the 
treaty, of Canada 
and 
Newfoundland 
coasts. 
Two Commissioners are to be 
named by the United States and two by 
Great Britain. The delimitation is to be 
made upon the British Admiralty charts, 
and accepted by both parties. The “ three 
m arine miles ” mentioned in the treaty of 
1818 are to be measured from low-water 
mark parallel with the coast, except that 
in bays, creeks and harbors less than ten 
miles in width the measurement is to be 
seaward from a line drawn from headland 
to headland. Article IV. names the limits 
of exclusion in certain specified bays and 
inlets excepted. 
All bays and harbors are 
excluded the interior waters of which cannot 
be reached without passing withinjthe three 
m arine miles mentioned in Article I. of the 
treaty of 1818. The Commission ¡3 to re­ 
port the lines as they agree upon them, ac­ 
companied by charts, and these shall be 
proclaimed and 
be binding 
after two 
m onths Iront proclamation. 
If the Com­ 
missioners disagree, an umpire, to be chosen 
by the British Minister and the United 
States Secretary of State, is to decide, and 
his decision is to be final. The Strait of 
Canso is to be free for navigation by fishing 
vessels of the United States. American 
vessels entering British harbors or bays 
(referred to in Article I.) are to conform to 
tbe local harbor regulations that apply to 
Canadian and Newfoundland vessels. If 
(hey run in for shelter or to repair damages 
they need not report, nor when entering 
the same outside the limits of established 
ports of entry to purchase wood or obtain 
water, unless they remain more than 24 
hours, exclusive of Sundays and legal 
holidays, or communicate with the shore 
therein, when they may be required to re­ 
port, enter or clear. " They are not to be 
liable in any such bays or harbors to com­ 
pulsory pilotage; nor when taking wood 
or water to be liable for harbor, tonnage, 
buoy or other dues. 
If United States ves­ 
sels enter Canadian or Newfoundland bays 
or harbors under stress of weather or by 
casualty, they may unload, reload, tranship 
_ or sell, subject to customs taws, all fish on 
board when such acts are necessary to re­ 
pairs, and they may also replenish outfits, 
provisions and supplies damaged by dis­ 
aster. In case of death or sickness they 
are to be allowed needful facilities, includ­

It is 
made on a scale horizontally of twenty 
miles to the inch, with a vertical scale of 
3,0C0 feet 
to an 
inch. 
This vertical 
scale 
exaggerates 
the 
bights 
thirty- 
three aud 
a 
third 
times, hut 
tins 
effect was im&voidable in a map of this 
kind, for if the bights were less exagger­ 
ated the lesser altitudes would not he"per­ 
ceptible. 
It includes all of California, Ne­ 
vada. Orcgou, W ashington Territory and 
portions of Montana. Idaho, Utali, and 
Arizona. It is made of plaster of paris, and 
weighs about live hundred pounds. On 
it the peculiar mountainous formations of 
the western countiy which combine to 
m ake for California so genial a clime are 
clearly defined. The large interior basin of 
the State, inclosed by the high ridges of tbe 
Sierras, the lower summits of the Coast 
Range, bounded by the Shasta and Siskiyou 
mountains north, and Tehachapi south, is 
plainly shown. This valley bss only two 
great openings from the ocean. atSun Fran­ 
cisco and near Monterey. Ail passes and 
canyons are clearly marked. The high 
Sierra peaks—W hitney, Shasta and Rainier 
—are colored with white, suggestive of the 
snow caps that crown them. Only two 
places in all this territory are marked as 
known to tc below sea-level. They are 
Death 
Valley, in 
Inyo 
county, 
and 
the 
Colorado 
Desert 
region 
in San 
Diego county. The lines of valley and 
mountains are not clearly shown *in all 
that large interior section embracing parts 
of Idaho, Nevada and U tah, because the 
contour of the country has not yet been

authoritative 
surveys. 
Down off San Diego, about nine hundred 
miles 
distant, 
an 
ocean 
m ountain 
peak rises to a bight of 14,000 feet, and 
yet its peak is 2,400 feet below the ocean’s 
surface. 
Such is the depth of the ocean 
there. 
Jt is shown that while the depth of 
water front 
the 
Golden 
Gate to the 
Farallones averages 200 feet, yet out about 
thirty miles from the heads the ocean bot­ 
tom is over 12,000 (eet from the surface. 
Many other interesting peculiarities are 
shown. 
A similar cast of San Diego, Coronado 
Beach and vicinity has just heem made by 
Mr. Winston for capitalists there. 
It ix 
about six feet square and 
weighs 700 
pounds. The horizontal scale is six inches 
to a mile and the vertical scale exaggerates 
bights ten times.—S F. Bulletin.

THE DAY. 


The anniversary of tiie birth of Wash­ 
ington will be observed with more or less 
of ceremonial thoughout the country to­ 
day, but nowhere with sr- much '-of pa­ 
triotic fervor its should yearly mark its 
passage. 
The national holiday- which 
preach to us from the texts »f early 
struggles for freedom, rce hut two. and but 
one of these is celebrated as it should be. 
No nation whose people are devotedly 
attached to its institutions ctn have too 
much of patriotic education 
The mere 
sentiment of love of country exists, how­ 
ever hard the conditions of the [>eople. 
Whatever their burdens, r.vn grow up in 
attachment to the soil of their nativity. 
But it is only in the free governments 
where it is recognized that all power is 
inherent in the |>eople, that self-govern­ 
ment is an inalienable htnian right, that 
devotion to native lord rises aliove the 
mere sentiment due to the faet that the 
man is bora upon its soil. 
I n such a nnti m 
ai ours, we have something more than 
tradition and birthright to inspire our 
pitriotism, for underlying all guarantees of 
American citizenship Is the eternal princi­ 
pal upon which the right of the pec le to 
rule themselves is brrsed. 
Our patriotism, in other words, repre­ 
sents tnore than mere love of country; 
that the most down-trodden jieasant of 
Russia lias, and even the barbarous tribes, 
whose-very lives depend upon the whim 
of a savage autocrat, will shed their blood 
freely for the land of their birth. The 
American stands uncovered liefore the 
memory oftreorge Washington to-day, not 
alor.e in reverence for his lofty character 
and the nobility of his example, but for 
the principle for which the jiatriot fathers 
whom he led, did battle. 
It is of this 
principle, its genesis, development and 
limi founding that this day should preach 
to us. 
It is concerning this lesson of hu­ 
man freedom that we should advise our 
children to-day with Washington’s patri­ 
otic devotion and sublime heroism as 
texts. 
The contemplation of Washington should 
reveal him to us as aa example of human 
action that, more than any other since the 
days of the reformation, has affected for 
good the history of the human race, and, 
in a degree, the lilierties and rights of all 
the races of men ; human activity more 
far-reaching in effect than any other of 
later centuries, tlint Las operated to mold 
society into more symmetrical forms, and 
uplift men toward the ideal standard of 
perfect •freedom in perfect order. 
Wash­ 
ington was, because free-thinking was pos­ 
sible and free speech inevitable in the 
march of civilization. The nation whoso 
corner-stone was baptized in the blood of 
tb." heroes who died at his side sprang (rom 
the conception of a government in which 
pure democracy might be attained, and 
the sovereignty of men be recognized as a 
divine gift that none should venture to 
question. 
It was impossible that the system which 
grve refulgent glory to the power and 
culture of Athens could endure, for there 
was 
no 
proper 
adjustment 
of 
the 
sovereignty of the people of the cities of 
(ireece to secure national unity. 
The cir­ 
cumscribed bounds of 
that sovereignty 
strangled it, because there was no ade­ 
quate conception 
of 
representation of 
sovereign bodies. Such as existed was but 
a refined and enlarged idea of clanship. 
Political development that resulted in the 
American Republic was born of the far­ 
sightedness that conceived of a nation of 
sovereign and independent groups hound 
into an inseparable union, governed under 
the highest form of representation of the 
individual members of society, the politi­ 
cal units of an indissoluble aggregation. 
Roman and Grecian civilization at their 
flood tide lacked tke essential democratic 
principle of unity, through undiscriniilist­ 
ing representation. 
Later, there were in­ 
dications of the struggle of the principle 
for recognition, and in. Britain it gained so 
much of strength as ¡to secure to tiie lesser 
group:; of society representatives in a com­ 
mon council, and from which English 
society built its system of Parliaments. 
But 
it came to full flower in 
the 
I niteddilates of America, where, through 
Councils and Legislatures andJConeresscs, 
chosen 
frequently 
from 
among 
the 
sovereign people of tire country, it lias 
reached its present exalted stage of de­ 
velopment. 
The day ought to lie olwci ved with more 
of thoughtful ceremonial because of all that 
for which theriemorv of Washington stands, 
as well as. for admiration ior his char­ 
acter and Ids inestimable services to bis 
coin;try. That it is not observed with 
mono of patriot. .: mauifestatiei; is regret- 
able, Wut is ,iu.t to be taker, as indica­ 
tive of decline. i>f patriotism or any les­ 
sened devotion a i the part of tiie people 
to a republican (Inn of government. 
We 
may .be somewiv t indifferent ,io cere­ 
monial, but the American heart,is sound 
and true. The destiny of the republic is 
not yet fully attained. The principle of 
representative government is to know no 
pause in its spread until the civilian' Na­ 
tions <»f tlie-carth have embraced it. 


T h e Supervisors of San Francisco have 
passed to print the ordinance to suppress 
gambling, which proposed law was de­ 
scribed in the R e c o b d - U n i o x of Monday. 
It prevents the erection of doors the po­ 
lice cannot easily batter down. 
The 
passage to print is equivalent to fatal 
passage, wkicli will speedily follow. This 
activity on the part of the San Francisco 
officials reflects the augmenting sentiment 
that California cities cannot alibrd in the 
face of the incomiisg immigration from 
the East, to close their eyes any longer to 
influences that repel the very element we 
arc so solicitous should come O' the State 
and make its home liore. 


THE STATE BOARD OF TRADER 
FORTHCOMING BOOK. 


T he N ature o f In form ation D esired, 
by P eo p le o f th e E a st—S u g g es­ 
tio n s U pon th e Subject. 


R u s s i a is dissatisfied with Prince Ferdi­ 
nand of Bulgaria, and would oust him, 
and the rumor runs that Bismarck con­ 
sents, with the proviso that the Czar shall 
use no bayonet to hasten tiie exit of the 
Prince. 
If Germany has thus spoken, 
Ferdinand must retire; but that Bulgaria 
will therefore be put again under the Rus­ 
sian heel does not follow.

institutions a* the pstticiuts in the State 
asylums. It is diflkvdl to understand why 
New York has so long permitted the pres­ 
ent policy to prevail. The Association 
named has now reported the need and 
economy of a change, and in accordance . 
with its recommendation, New York will j 
tiiis year have a law providing for the 
removal of 
the 
pauper 
insane from 
the county poorhouses to 
the State 
hospitals, the cost for their care and treat­ 
ment being charged to the counties at the 
rate of $1 50 per case.

Chicago, entitled The Open Court, states in 
its title page headline that it is “ Devoted 
to the Work of 
Conciliating

A broader knowledge in 
the respective fields of science and reiigion 
during later years has developed the fact 
that they are in harm ony upon many lead­ 
ing lines of thought, where formerly they 
were reganled as in conflict, and nodoubt 
this harmonizing process will continue, 
from increased enlightenment.

There ¡3 a great deal of cackling and

It 
may be added, that whether the decision 
referred to shall stand the light of the Su­ 
prem e Court or not, the disgraceful con­ 
dition into wiiich the affairs of the lire de­ 
par tnent had been run by the bosses, 
under the Slater Conran regime, was to 
such a degree discreditable to the intelli­ 
gence, and detrimental to the material wel- 
lare of the people of Sacramento, that any 
course, even the abolition of the department 
itself, would be a relief, if it only carried 
with it tiie political excrescence that brought 
about this hampeilng curse.

An im portant meeting of the E x w jtiv e 
Committee of the State Board ot Trade 
was held at San Francisco yesterday. The 
principal business of the session was con­ 
sideration of the subject of preparing a 
book upon California and its resources, for 
distribution at the East, w ith a view to 
placing in the hands of intending im m i­ 
grants reliable information 
upon such 
points as are being raised by letters and 
visitors, concerning our Eoils, climate, pro­ 
ductions, etc. An interesting and valuable 
report upon the subject was presented by 
W. II. Mills, Chairman of the Committee 
ou Publication. He called attention to ihe 
westward march of immigration, and the 
advantages possessed by Territories east of 
the Rocky Mountains, by reasuu of prox­ 
im ity to the principal markets and center 
of population, and the ease and small ex­ 
pense required to visit them. The report 
then says : 
The statistics of the growth of population 
of the various States and Territories ot the 
United States will perhaps better illustrate 
the difficulties and disadvantages ot our 
isolated condition. 
In I860, the date of the first censns taken 
in this State, California had 370.000 inhab- 
itatants ; Kansas had 107,000. 
By the cen­ 
sus of 1880, California had 865 000 inhab­ 
itants, giving an increase of 495,000 people 
in twenty' years. Kansas in 1880 had 990,­ 
000, or an increase of 889,000 in the same 
space of time. 
Projecting the r.t’ o of increase in Kansas 
for the ten years between 1870 and 1880, 
and the population of that State to-day ex­ 
ceeds two millions of inhabitants. The 
estimated population of California at the 
present tim e is 1,100,000. 
In twenty-eight 
years, therefore, Kansas has received’2,000,- 
(WOinhabitant-1,as against 1,100,000 in thirty- 
eight yenis in California. Texas in 1860 
had 600,000, and the present ascertained 
and estimated population of Texas is about 
two million five hundred thousand, an in ­ 
crease in twenty years of 1,900,000. It 
should be noted that in the comparison 
drawn between California and Kansas the 
territorial arca oí Kansas is less than half 
that of California, while the territorial area 
ot Texas is two and one-balf times greater 
than California. The Western frontier of 
civilization has now reached the base of the 
Ilocky Mountains. 
Between that point 
and the western Hank of the Sierra Nevadas 
there is an arid, mountainous and very 
much uplifted country, where in the aver­ 
age fertility of the soil, as compared with 
the soil of the Mississippi valley, or the 
great valleys of California, is as one to 
twenty-seven—that is to say, the average 
fertility of the great uplifted table-lands be­ 
tween the Rocky mountains dnd the Sierra 
Nevadas is but one-twenty-seventh of the 
average fertility’ of the lands east of the 
100th meridian, or west of the summits of 
the Sierra Nevada mountains. It is there­ 
fore capable of sustaining but one-twenty- 
seventh of the average density of popula­ 
tion of the countries brought into compar­ 
ison with it, and, therefore, the next 
advance of this iron ier inevitably passes 
over the great uplifted table-lands of the 
continent and enters the fertile belt which 
borders the Pacific ocean. The tier of 
States lying immediately west of the Mis­ 
sissippi river were, from 1850 to the present 
date, large absorbents of population. For 
the past eighteen years they have been con­ 
tributing from their popu’ation to the tides 
of emigration which flow still further west­ 
ward. It should be understood that until 
a territory acquires a given density it is an 
absorbent, and when it has passed that 
point of density of population, becomes a 
contributor to the tides of emigration which 
are flowing into contiguous and unoccupied 
territory. It may be admitted here that the 
territory lying between the 94th and the 
100th meridian still possesses large reser­ 
voir capacity for the receipt of great acces­ 
sions to its population. 
COMl'ETITIVE REGIONS. 
Recurring now to facts which have been 
hereiubefore presented in relation to the 
capital which precedes settlement in tbe 
unoccupied territories in the way of con­ 
struction of lines of railroad, and in the 
foundation of other enterprises, it becomes 
speedily apparent that between the territory 
lying east of the Ilotky Mountains and ill's 
fertile belt lying west of the Sierra Nevadas 
there is a competitive relation in the f liort 
the two are making to attract immigration. 
This competition is carried on with almost 
every natural advantage in favor of Eastern 
territory. It is powerfully reinforced by 
numerous lines of railroad which constitute 
the extension of the great trunk lines into 
the territory in advance of any existing or 
profitable traffic. At the beginning of this 
century the center of the population of the 
United States was at Baltimore. W hen the 
census of 1880 was completed the center of 
population was found to be eighteen miles 
southwest of Cincinnati. 
Taking Cin­ 
cinnati, therefore, ior the center of pop­ 
ulation in this country, the proximity of 
the territory lying west of tiie Missouri 
river to that ce. ter becomes apparent. 
The intending emigrant can pursue that 
highest and most judicious method of de­ 
termining a point of destination. 
He may 
at very economic cost visit all the territory 
lying east of the foot of the Rocky Mount­ 
ains and make a personal inspection there­ 
of. This is by far the most effective and 
most satisfactory method of determining 
for one’s self the character of the country 
which he has chosen for his new residence, 
and it is also the most effective in the way 
of influencing the minds of others to a con­ 
sensus of determination as to the advant­ 
ages of various sections of the 
more 
sparsoly settled regions. W ithin the past 
five years a very remarkable movement of 
population to tbe southern portion of our 
own State has taken place. Its rise was 
contemporaneous with the completion of 
two great trunk lines of railroad to that 
section. One was the Sunset ronte, th 
other the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe. 
Each of these railroads addressed its en­ 
ergy to the settlement of the countries 
they liad invaded, and the success they 
have met with has strongly attracted the 
attention of the American States and of 
European countries. 


ANTICIPATING POPULATION. 
Latterly it has become apparent that 
m any of Ihe extensions of trunk lines into 
the unsettled portions of the country to­ 
ward the foot of the Rocky Mountains, has 
by many years anticipated the settlement 
of that country, and in a recently-pub 
lished interview with Cbauncey M. Depew, 
who is the President and representative of 
the Vanderbilt system, it was plainly inti 
mated by that gentleman that a condition 
of over-speculation in real estate in some 
portions of tbe West was retarding settle­ 
ment and threatening to precipitate a finan 
cia! panic. Many of Ihe lines in which 
his company was interested had penetrated 
territories where growth was very slow, 
while at othpr points a most phenomenal 
growth had been attained, and vast sums 
of money bad been attracted. The volume 
of capital attracted to some of these centers 
will be understood, when it is stated that in 
the year 1887 the aggregate transfers of real 
estate in Southern California represented 
$150,000.009, while tbe transfers of real es­ 
tate in Kansas City alone represented $97,­ 
000,000. These facts, and especially those 
relating to Southern California, having 
attracted general attention in the East, 
competing localities 
whicn 
may 
be 
said 
to 
embrace 
a 
total 
area 
oí 
500,000 square niilca, into which railroads 
! have been built in advance of tbe demand 
for their construction, have evidently’ de­ 
termined to arrest the flow of capital and 
population wuicii has been ponring into 
our State. I n proof of this, articles are no w 
appearing in the leading journals of New 
York. Chicago and Cincinnati, carefully 
designed to check emigration to California. 
We accompany this r.’pori with a repre­ 
sentan ve article of this clara, which ap­ 
peared Hr“l in the New York Herald, and 
was copied by a la-ge num ber of the lead­ 
ing journals, accompanied by approving 
editorial comment, and reinforced by ed­ 
itorial statem ents in the same tone' and 
temper. 
AN EFFORT TO STOr EMIGRATION TO CALI­ 
FORNIA. 
Inquiry concerning a reason for this con­ 
census of opinion 
among tbe leading 
journals of tbe East, having been insti uted 
through a competent inquirer, on Í ehalf of 
certain large interests ou the Pacific coast, 
we have brcn perm itted to m ake the fol- 
Ioa'^0% extracts ro m a letter lo A. N. 
Town*', Cieneral Manager of the Southern 
Pacific C irtipany, dated Chicago, February 
8 ,1SS8. The writer says : 
“ It has beta learned by carefal inquiry 
that a widespread and powerful e C .ttis 


being made through the press to stay tbe 
fide of emigration to the Pacific Coast. 
Leading men in this State (Illinois) and 
Michigan frankly admit that the drain in 
men and money is being severely felt, and 
that in someway it m ust be checked. The 
denunciatory articles appeared first in one 
paper then in another, in widely separated 
localities, but no matter where they origin­ 
ate, they are copied approvingly every­ 
where 
and are often re-enforced 
and 
buttressed with editorial approval. The 
harm they are doing is incalculable, and 
unless prompt and c ilective steps are taken 
there wit; soon be a lr-tyc falling off in 
California immigration.” 
The w iiter then suggesis that the most 
effective immigration literature 
is 
the 
personal correspondence written by eitixens 
of California, formerly residents of States 
east of the Missouri river, over their own 
signatures, and published in the papers of 
the localities in which they are acquainted, 
cr written dirfo'ly to their old friends and 
neighbors. The writer further says: 
“ 1 wish to a«H to the above that pam ­ 
phlets ami advertising matter sent out by 
Boards of Trade in the several counties and 
States do not meet the requirements of the 
case. 
Such matter is looked upon as of 
doubtful credibility, written by interested 
parties for interested purposes, over-colored 
and, In fact, intended to deceive. 
A state­ 
ment, for example, concerning Southern 
California from Los Angeles sources carries 
no weight whatever, and usually causes a 
suiile of derision.” 


ALARM OF THE EAST AT CALIFORNIA'S GROWTH. 
The far-reaching significance of all this 
should be apparent to you. It means that 
the vast territory with which we are com­ 
peting for re-enforcements of capital and 
population, backed by powerful monetary 
institutions and inspired by a general 
alarm at tbe rapid depletion of Eastern 
capital, by reason of western investment, 
has entered the field against the further 
growth of our Slate, so lar as such growth 
may depend upon re-enforceinent to our 
industrial population in the wuy of im m i­ 
gration. W hile these efforts may have a 
t emporary effect, voi r committee do not be­ 
lieve that they will exert an appreciable in­ 
fluence upon the continutil growth of this 
commonwealth. We believe the real mer­ 
its of our couutry constitute an attraction 
to immigration as certain in its operation 
as the law of gravity. Our past growth has 
been hindered by many causes which have 
practically passed away. Our luture growth 
is to be under conditions which are entirely 
new to this State, and which have super­ 
vened upon tbe past only within a few 
years. These new conditions relate chiefly 
to the progress of the Western frontier of 
civilization, to the rapid filling up of com­ 
peting territory, to the better facilities for 
transportation, and especially o the devel­ 
opment of a vast area of fertile territory to 
the north of us by the extension of the Can­ 
adian Pacific Railroad, the Northern Pacific 
Railroad, and the connection between Cali­ 
fornia and those areas by the recent com­ 
pletion of the California and Oregon Rail­ 
road. 
We believe that our State possesses 
elements of attraction superior to those of 
any other State in the Union, embracing 
the whole range of attractive attributes, 
including climate, soil, diversity of pro­ 
duction, profitable return to labor and that 
it is incomparably superior to any other 
portion of the Unite 1 States, with refer­ 
ence to the comfort of mere physical ex­ 
istence. 
Entertaining these abiding con­ 
victions, we also believe that the facts of 
the case can be so presented as to secure a 
lodgment in the minds of men everywhere, 
and that the superiority being real and not 
fictitious, the truth of its existence will 
find complete and early acceptance. 


SOME VALUABLE SUGGESTIONS. 
We, therefore, beg leave to suggest that 
the various industries of the State be pre­ 
sented strictly from the standpoint of the 
information which the intending im mi­ 
grant desires to receive. 
To be more 
specific, let us illustrate with olive-grow 
ing. The extent of territory in California 
over which olives u ay be grown, the aver­ 
age price of land suitable for olive-grow­ 
ing, the cost of preparation of the soil, the 
num ber of years, required to bring an 
olive orchard into bearing, the cost of 
cultivation iti each year, the market for 
olive oil in the United States, the cost of 
olive oil per bottle as proven by experience, 
the market price of good California olive 
oil, can ail be set forth within reasonable 
space. 
Your committee are of the opinion that 
by far too much stress has been placed on 
the peculiar advantages of California for 
the prosecution of horticultural pursuits. 
W e believe the attention of the State Board 
of Trade should be furned largely in the 
direction of looking into tbe manufactur­ 
ing and mechanical resources of our coun­ 
try. Our manufactures are in their in­ 
fancy, and your committee believe that 
California offers a vast field fur the devel­ 
opment in this line of enterprise. As a 
commercial field our coast certainly affords 
high inducements to capital associated 
with intelligence and enterprise. Sneak­ 
ing of the Siate at large, it is incumbent 
upon us to present fairly and faithfully its 
social and educational advantages. In ad­ 
dition to all this, inquiry is constantly be­ 
ing made concerning the cost of various 
necessary articles, tbe rate of wages, the 
cost of living, the cost of agricultural im ­ 
plements, horses and cattle, tbe market 
prices of various commodities. 
In short, 
the publication put forth by the State 
Board of Trade should deal with sober re­ 
alities, and meet the inquiry fairly upon 
the plane of the subjects thereof, by fur 
nishing to tbe inquirer the information he 
would most naturally seek were he a vis­ 
itor to our State engaged in personal ob­ 
servation, and accompanying his observa­ 
tion wkh verbal inquiries'. 


S ta n fo r d o il P o v e rty . 
[San Diego U nion.] 
Senator Stanford, in a late newspaper in­ 
terview, states his views upon tbe causes of 
poverty. 
The Senator is wealthy and 
famous, and his ideas upon such a subject 
would be read with general interest, even if 
they were not as they are, practical and 
sensible. 
In his opinion the principal 
causes which lead to poverty are three in 
number, viz.: Ignorance of how to save 
money, the sale and use of liquor, and a 
luck of manual training. 
The lack of thrift, an utter inability to 
practice the virtues of systematic economy 
and self-denial is responsible fortbegreattr 
portion of tbe beggary and penurv with 
which the community is afflicted. W ithout 
thrift no poor man will in the ordinary 
course of things become rich, and wealtñ 
accidentally or suddenly obtained will soon 
be dissipated and lost. The persou who 
does not know how to save money and 
manage his savings judiciously, may earn 
a large salary or enjoy ever so good an in­ 
come, and will at tbe end of years of labor 
have nothing laid by and be no better off 
than when he began. Tbe world is full of 
such people, and the Senator is not far out 
of the way when be says that if twentv- 
dollar gold pieces were to be sown broad­ 
cast every morning, and so distributed that 
every man, woman and child were certain 
to get some, there would be beggars in the 
world before night. 
The use of liquor is both a cause and a rc- 
suitof poverty. The laboring man furnishes 
the principal support for the saloons, and 
the hundreds of millions of dollars that are 
annually poured into the coffers of the sa­ 
loonkeepers consume a vast proportion of 
the wages of the country. It is* not too 
much to say that when the habit of drink­ 
ing once fastens itself upon its victim the 
chances arc more than a hundred to one 
against any escape on his part from the 
evils of poverty. 
The same vile habit of 
drinking which drains bis purse destroys 
his faculiies and incapacitates him from 
successfully struggling against the adverse 
circumsiancas which surround him. 
The lack of manual training is no doubt 
serious, < ut it could be remedied by tbe 
establishment of proper training schools. A 
good trade is without doubt one of the best 
preventives against want. 
The Senator 
had this fact in view when he laid the plan 
for his university, which he says he wishes 
to build so tall and deep and broad that the 
rudim ents of every useful trade and occu­ 
pation may be taught.

A TAS GAME BAIBEU. 
T he Indignation of a Special Officer— 
“ Fisli of One and Fowl of A nother.” 
About 8 o'clock last evening officer 
Frazee became aware that some Chinese 
were conducting a lan game on the south 
side of I street near Third, in an establish­ 
ment formerly used for a lottery shop. At 
a favorable moment he surprised the 
game and captnrc-d the dealer and a com­ 
plete layout, bnt .the players escaped by 
mingling with a crowd of spectators. The 
officer took his prisoner and the spoils 
to the station-house, where the former 
pive the name oí Ah On, r.nd the 
latter was found to consist of $47 25, a 
number of “ chips,” some Chinese coins, a 
large bag of white glass buttons, aud a tray 
TO hold the entire onttit. Shortly after the 
arrest George K. Rider, the Deputy Sheriff 
’ 
looks after the interests of a beat in 
who 
Chinatown, appeared at the station-house, 
followed by two sleek Mongolians, and 
asked what charge had been placed against 
the prisoner. 
He was informed that the 
Chinaman wonld be prosecuted for gaming. 
Whereupon Mr. Rider waxed hotly indig­ 
nant, eaying, “ Yes, they arrest a poor 
Chinaman and allow five or six faro games 
to run unmolested, although they well 
know where they are.” He continued for 
a time in this indignant strain concerning 
what lie denominated au outrage. He then 
took the Chinamen who accompanied him 
before Judge liuckley, and they gave bonds 
for the prisoner, in the sum of $500, for l< s 
appearance in Court on Thursday morning. 
When asked what was the technical 
name of the game for which the layout 
was used, Rider replied in a surly, snappish 
manner as if the question was very im­ 
pertinent. “How do I know ? I know 
nothing about it.” and in a very rude tone 
added, "You had better ask detective Fra­ 
zee about it.” Mr. Rider's logic concern­ 
ing the consistency of the police in 
“bouncing” Chinamen and allowing white 
men to run games undisturbed, is irrefut­ 
able. While his indignation over the dis­ 
turbance of his Chinese wards is somewhat 
pardonable, he might cultivate with profit 
a more courteous demeanor towards such 
of his fellow men as venture to ask him 
for information. Interference with the 
customary revenues from Chinese gam­ 
bling is not, however, well intended to 
make interested parties amicable.

W ill Contested 
The contest over the wiil of Frederick 
Appel, who died June 26, 1887, in the vicin­ 
ity of the County Hospital, was on trial be­ 
fore Judge Vail Fleet and a jury yesterday 
The facts of the case appear to be as fol­ 
lows : Appel was an old resident of this 
city and well-known among the German 
population. Previous to his death he stated 
that he did not intend to leave his heirs 
any property, because they had not treated 
him properly. When near the end of life 
lie had liis attorney, Mr. Johnson, prepare 
his wiil, in which he bequeathed to George 
K. Kuclrler $500, to be applied on the in­ 
debtedness due the estate; to A. Flohr his 
own note of $500; to Jacob Gerbert bis own 
notes aggregating $1,830, six lots in the 
Capital Homestead Association, a black 
marc, suiky, harness, etc. To John Ker- 
win his own note for $100, and to Chris 
Weisel $500. The will named Chris Lages 
as executor and was witnessed by Louis 
and Herman Leimbaeh. The contestants, 
two sisters of the deceased, by their attor­ 
neys, Catlin A White, claim that Appel 
executed the will under menaces and 
threats; that he did not declare the docu­ 
ment as bis last will and testament, and 
that by long continued sickness he was in- 
competentto executetlie will. And further­ 
more, that the will was prepared in the city 
of Sacramento, and taken to the home of 
Appel and there signed by him; that at the 
time of signing the will' deceased did not 
know its contents, and that the will was 
never read to him. The contestants pray 
that the will be declared void, und that the 
property be distributed to the rightful heirs. 
The entire day yesterday was consumed in 
taking testimony. The'case will be argued 
and submitted to the jury Thursday.

Senator Caminetti, of Jackson, called at 
the R e c o r d-U n io n office yesterday.
